000,000 unnaturalized fnreign-born 
males ovxr ai years of age—consti- 
tuting onr-Afth of the whole number 
of foreign-born males of such age 
and constituting nearly 5 per cent of 
all the male* of vrtting age in the 1 
country. With an immigration aver¬ 
aging over ffoo,ooo a year, the num¬ 
ber and nfotKirtton of such aliens 
has no dnuht greatly increaxed since 
that time; and under existing condi 
tions it ix likely to continue growing. 
The Socialist remedy is not to pre¬ 
vent immigration (except in *0 far | 
a* this ix promoted by false represen¬ 
tations for the purpose uf glutting 
the labor market), but to promote 1 
the naturalization and assimilation of j 
immigrants. This can be done l»y | 
shortening the tertn rd residence re* 
nuired for naturalization from five 
to three or tW4» years, by reducing the 
feex and by simplifying the prf»cedure 
and c»lablishin»r sufficienl bureaus in 
cciucrx 4»f immigrant p4fpuUtion.

EIXG a practical man, John, you will naturally say tu me 
that having toltl yuu what I believe tu be the true sulnlion 
of tlie Socialist problem, 1 ought to show some plan fur 
workuig that solution out. 

I think that the hot way lo realize .Stjcialisni is—to 
make Socialists. I have always maintained Riat if we can once get 
the (leople to understand how much they are wrongetl we may safely 
leave the remedy in their own liands. My work is to teach Socialism, 
to .get recruits foi the Socialist army. 1 am not a general, but a re¬ 
cruiting sergeant. Tlie most useful thing you can do is to join the 
rrcruiting staff yonr.scif. and enlist as many volunteers as possible, 
(jtve us a SociMistic people, and Socialism will accomplish itself. 

However, \ may as well say a few words on tlie subject of labor 
representation. The old .struggles have been fur |x>litical emancipa¬ 
tion. The coming struggle will be for indtutrial emancipation. We 
want the nation for the people. We want the fruits of labor for those 
who prodiice th^. This issue is not an is.stie between Republicans 
and l>emocrats. it is an Issue bc'twceii laborers and capitalists. 

.Neither of the political parties is of any u.sc to llie workers, lie-, 
cause both the political parties are paid, officered and lc<l by capitalists 
whose interests s.rc opi)ose<! *0 the Interests of the workers. 

Tile Socialist 'uiughs at the pretended friendship of Rc{iublicaii and 
Democratic leaders for the workers. These'^arty (Xiliticians do not 
ill the least understand what the rights, the interests, or the desires of 
the workers arc; if they did understand they W'ould oppose them im¬ 
placably. The demand of the Socialist is a demand for tlie nationaliza¬ 
tion of the social instrumcn* of proiluctioii and distribution. The 
Iiarty leaders will not hi-Yr of such a thing. If you want to get an idea 
how utterly destitute of sympathy with labor congress or the legisla¬ 
tures arc just notice the labor demands they turn down, ll is a very 
common thing to hear a [larly leatler deprecate the increase of ’‘class 
representation."_ What docs that mean? h means labor representa¬ 
tion. lint the “class" concerned in labor rcprc.seiitation is the working 
class, a “class" of many milKons of pcc^ilr. (;)bserve the calm cffroti- 
.tcry of this .sneer at "class representation." The miUtons of workers 
arc not rcpresentcil by more than three dozen members in all the law ¬ 
making bodkieof the natioi^ includiiig municipaa councils. The other 
classes—ll^ eapitalisis. the' law. and idle ge nt le ni etv—are rqnesenled 
by .something like huadrcd» and hundretLs of mcnihers. This is class 
rqircsentation with a vengeance. 

Tlie capitalists, and tlieir hangers-on. not only make Ihc laws — 
they admhiistt’r them. 

Is it any wonder, then, that laws are made ami athninistered in the 
interests of the capitalist 7 .\nd tloes it not seem reasonable lo suppose 
that if the laws Were made and administered bv workers, thev would 
be made and administered to the ailvaiitage of laUir? 

Well, Illy advice to you wurkiiigtiieti Ls lo rlecCjivorkingiiien repre- 
•sentatives^ with definite and imperative instructions, to congress and to 
all other governing liodics. 

Some of the okl fogy trade imionists will tell you that there is no 
need, for legislative interference in lalmr matters. The Socialist dtws 
not ask for interference, he asks for government fiv /fic f'cnf'le and 
for the people. 

riie older unionises think that tratlc unionism is strong enougii 
in itself to secure the rights of the worker. This i.s a great mistake. 
Hie rights of the worker arc the u'hole of the iirmluce of his labor. 
Trade unionism not only cannot secure that, but has never even tried 
to secure lliat. The most lliat trade unionism lias sccureil. or c.rn ever 
hope to secure for the workers, is a comfortable subsistence wage. 

1 hey liave not alway.s secured even that much, atitl. when they have 
-Secured il. the cost has been serious, .And the cost of living has risen 
faster than the rise in wag^. hor the great weapon of unionism is 
a strike, and a strike i.s a bitter, painful, and a costly ihmg. Do not 
tliink that 1 am opposed to trade unioni.sm. It is a goo^ thing; it has 
long been the only defeiysc ttf the workers against roldiery and oppres¬ 
sion : were il not for the trade unionism of the past aiul of the present, 
the condition of the industrial classes, u-ou/rf fre one of KibfecI sjarerx. 
But trade unionism, although .some defense..is not sufficient defense. 

Voii must remember, also that the employers have copieil the nietli- 
mls of trade unionism. They have also organized and united, and in 
the future strikes will he more terriWe and more co.stly tlian evir. Tlie 
capitalist is the stronger. He holds the belter strategic position. He 
can always-outlast tW worker; for thir worker ha.s fb'slarve’ auff sec 
his children starve, and the capitalist never gels to that pass. Besides, 
capital is more mobile than labor. .A ■stroke of the pen will divert 
wealth r.nd trade from one end of the country to the other; but the 
workers cannot move tlieir forces so ra|>idly. 

One difference between Socialism arid trade unionism is that 
whereas llie unions can only marsltal and and arm the workers for a 
desperate mal of endurance. Stwialism can get rjd of the capiuli.-t altiv 
Kctlicr, The former helps you to resist the enemy, llte latter (icstruy.*>

Extract from the NaturaBzation Act of 
June 29, 1906 

Srciioti 4. An alien may be admitted to bee .i:e a ciii/ca of the 
United States tii the fiHoutuit manner, and not tahrrwi.Kr: 

Ftrht lie Nhall declare «»n oath beforr the elr’-k; uf any anlhorticd 
court in the district in which »uch alien resides, tw ■ years at least pri*»r 
in hi» admUrion. and after be his reached the age 18 yeara. that he is 
bona Hde in hi> intention to become a citieen of ibe.L'nucd Slates and tu 
renounce forever rII allegiance and riddity to any foreign pryicc state, 
etc., and partKolarly, hy name, to the Mate or M>verctgtuy of which the 
alien may he at the time a cili/en or subject. Andiuch declaration shall 
set forth the name. age. ttccupatum. personal deaeri^tion, place ot birth, 
last foreign residence ami allegiance, the date td arrival, the name of the 
vessel, if any. in which he came to the United Siacs, and the present 
place of residence. 

Provided, however, that no alien w*ho hav drehred hU intention to 
become a ciliren in conformity with previou* law • shill be required to 
renew such declarainin. 

Second. .Sul less than two years nor more than seven year< after 
he has made >uch declaration of intention he make and file, in 

duplicate, a petition in writing, signed by the applu'lint in his own hand* 
writing and duly veriltcd. in which petition such apjdicant shall Mate his 
full name, place of residence, occupation, and. tt {Kissible. date and 
place of birth, the place from which he emigrated, and the date and 

place ‘of his arrival in the United States; if married he shall state the 

name of his wife and. if possible, the country of her nativity and her place 
uf residence; and if he has cb;ldren. the name, dau and place of birth 
and place of residence of each .child living; provided, that if he he re¬ 
quired to si|^ the petition in his own handwriting. 

The petition must hr verified by the affidavits of least two credible 
vikttnesses, who arc citizens «»( the United States and who shall Mate in 

their affidavits that the^’ have r.rsuntlly kpown the applicant to be a 

resident of the United States for a pericnl of at 1 eu>i five year* continu- 
ou.«)y. and of the slate, territory or district in iBr-h the appHcautton is 
made for the period of at least one year immeosatcly preceding the date 
of the filing of hiv petition, and that they each have pt-rsonai km ledge 
that the petitioner is a per^n of good moral character and that he i* in 
rver> way qualified, in thetr opinion, to be admitted a* a citizen of the 
United States. 

At the lime of filing hi% {lelition there shall be filed with the clerk of 
the court a certificate from the Department of Commerce and l^atkor, if 
the petitioner arrived in the United States after the ius<<age of thi*-act. 
staling the date, place aud manner of his arrival in the I'nited States, and 
the declaration of intention of *nch petitioner, which certificate and decla¬ 
ration shall he attached to and made a part 01 said I'rtition
